But a brnHBitrt ganRstor named Mussolini 
adopted the tasccs its his .symbol anti derived 
from It a nitme for his antl-.sodal movement, 
fio "fascist" became a name of reproach 
among decent people. 

"Collaboration" Is another. To colluborntc 
la to work with somebody. A!! of civilization 
Is founded upon cooperation and collabora- 
tion. But a French faction, part weak-kneed 
and part pro-German. coUaboralEd VJlVh ihp 
historic enemies of their nation, became 
known as "eoIlaboratlonlHts." and another 
good word was lo.st to ordinary usage. 

There are only a lew outstanding war 
casualties. Before the war. In our country 
among others, a lot ol excellent words became 
symbols of reproach— "capitalist," "indlvld- 
UQllst,'" "conservative," for example, and lat- 
er "liberal." 

We are In the mld.'il of an era of argument 
by epithet. In which skilled dtnlccttCims' 
' the meanlnjj of words until they no 
longer arc of general use. 

That being the case, let's be careful how we 
throw those words around. 

A man Who Is In bed .with "Influenza," 
which used to be "la grippe," Isn't an absen- 
tee In the epithetlcal sense. He's Just a mighty 
miserable fellow, who probably will be de- 
lighted when he Is well enough to yet back 
onto the Job,
